On  November  22,  1963,  the  senseless  bullet  of  an  assassin  tore  into 
the  brain  of  a  man  and  into  the  heart  of  the  world.  He  was  the  beloved 
35th  president  of  the  United  States,  John  Fit2gerald  Kennedy.  This  great 
man  was  extraordinary  in  many  respects;  a  man  who  shunned  a  life  of 
ease  for  a  strenuous  life  as  leader  of  the  land  he  loved;  a  man  who,  in 
spite  of  deep  rooted  prejudices,  became  the  first  Catholic  President  of

Never  was  there  such  a  combination  of  family  solidarity,  firm  religious 
beliefs,  raw  yet  refined  courage,  wealth,  patriotism,  intelligence,  intellect, 
and  ambition,  vigour,  drive,  industry  and  youth  as  in  the  young  leader, 
John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy. 

We  here  at  Cathedral  deeply  mourn  this  tragic  and  heartbreaking  loss. 
As  Catholics,  as  Canadians,  and  as  members  of  the  world  which  he, 
time  and  time  again  saved  from  disaster,  we  feel  that  we  have  lost  a  friend. 
Our  prayers  go  up  for  the  repose  of  his  soul  and  for  his  bereaved  family. 
But  we  remember  that  "the  glow  from  that  fire  will  surely  Ught  the 
world."
